Creiisc said tb.c bill admit;; of a 
largo financial n.s-ociiuion ho))'^ foriDed, 
whoso traiisiietloiis would involve iiiiHioiis 
of money, and the'Safegnards in the bill 
were perfectly ineCQeleiil for tlio purposes 
intended. lie had consulted •>!! Iho 
authorities on Building Loan Socie- 
ties, and lie coiild not liiid any of 
tliem ndmittintf 01 the scope nsUed lor by 
liiis bill. It was extraordinary to bring 
in a bill of siiob magnltade, at the end of 
the sessiSii'." 'It woflldTiiake o' vital iillfiri-'' 
ation in thb low of partnerships which 
could not be permitted.* Tiio measure 
would create a sort of " credit mobilier." 
Had its objects been confined to Building 
Societies, it would havo ccmmanded his 
supporU"' <It-ideaU>with real as well aa 
personal secnrlties, and one of its provi- 
sions was iti direct oi)po.sition to the law 
that forbids advances by any association 
on their own shares. The bill ought to

Bon DeCosmos tboaght the measnre 
should be pas.sed on its own tnerits.
